E. H. Marshall, of Dark Harbor, Maine, applied for 
the privilege of being ducked and has been hired. 
Pillories similar to those in use in the olden days also 
will be built, and visitors of a historical, turn of nund 
may sit in them to have their photographs taken. 

It it little more than a hundred years ago since these 
implements were used hi New England to subdue too 
exuberant citizens in the newly-formed republic. The 
ducking stool was designed to cure women who an¬ 
noyed their neighbors by continual scolding. The 
treatment was simple and usually effective. The lady 
was tied to a long plank balanced over a pond and 
submerged for half a minute. When brought to the 
surface again, she was asked if she repented, and die 
vigor of those early New Englanders was shown by 
the fact that many of them had to be ducked several 
times before they would promise to mend their ways. 
One. indeed, was drowned in the process, which, ac¬ 
cording to the record, was considered unfortunate, but 
her own fault 

Stocks were in use in Boston up to 1803, hut New 
England, even then, was ahead of England in abol¬ 
ishing them, for in the Old Country they survived 
until 1837. That is less than a century ago and we 
have outlived many of these barbarous ideas since 
then. The "good old days” have a romantic appeal 
for all of us. but this is a time of much mote comfort 
and safety fgr'the average man.

AFTER TWENTY-FIVE YEARS 


Y17ELL MAY IT BE SAID THAT THE 

, W great convention of International Rotary which 
it being held in Chicago this week it an imposing re¬ 
minder of the force of the old adage that “big oaks 
from little acorns grow.” 

Twenty-five years age four businessmen met in 
a Chicago office and conceived the rotary idea. 
There and then they laid the foundation from which 
has risen the great structure of International Rotary. 
They did more than give birth to this organization; 
they gave birth to the whole service dub movement, 
now recognized at one of the most potent influences 
for amity among nations. 

What of Rotary to-day} From that one chth 
composed of four friends there has developed an or¬ 
ganization which girdles the world. Scattered over 
no fewer than sixty-two countries there are 3,337 
dubs with e total membership of more then 153.000. 
And it it a happy circumstance that the founder of 
the movement, Paul P. Harris, and seventeen of the 
members who belonged to the first Rotary Club in 
Chicago are present at this week's convention mingling 
with men from many lends, ell swearing allegiance to 
Rotary's gospel: "Service Above Self—He Profits 
Most Who Serves Best" 

The question often bis been asked whether In¬ 
ternational Rotary as the world understands the 
movement to-day could have prevented the Crest 
War. The question will have to remain unanswered. 
The organization was in its infancy in 1914 and the 
Old World knew very little about its meaning and 
understood leu about what its padual growth por¬ 
tended. But he would be an irreconcilable sceptic 
who would predict that if ever the world should again 
be faced with a crisis like that which proved too much 
for its statesmen to circumvent in 1914. the organiza¬ 
tion which is celebrating the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of its birth in Chicago this wsek would be merely 
an impotent factor. 

In the twenty-five years of Rotary's existence, of 
course, science has assisted materially in making the 
work of the organization more effective. New methods 
of transportation and such means of communication as 
the radio have annihilated time and space. Inter¬ 
national boundaries are not the formidable obstacles 
to international understanding they once were. Even 
though many tongues are being heard in Chicago this 
week, the sense of strangeness will not be felt any¬ 
thing like as much on this occasion as it must have 
been, for instance, even in the early post-war years. 
*o quickly is the world moving. • 

On this continent we naturally see at close range 
the beneficial influence of the service club movement 
It matters not whether it be Rotary, Kiwanis. Gyro, 
or any of the other international bodies, the ideal of 
each out of them is the embodiment pf that saner out¬ 
look upon life and life's associations which must pro¬ 
mote a better understanding between individuals and 
between nations.

P erhaps before the election 

.snp si g n a over, Mr. Bennett will give Canada 
tome definite idea of the Conservative tariff policy, 
besides the present vague denunciation of the Dunning 
Budget, and after the opposition leader has (pokes 
the rest of the party may be expected to rally around 
and say “this is what we intended from the begin¬ 
ning.” But so far there is a strange disunion in the 
higher command of Conservatism. Mr. Bennett 
orders an advance in one direction and his lieutenants 
go marching off in another. Mr. Bennett says some¬ 
thing about the tariff in the west and one of his aides 
says just the opposite in the east. The sorely-tried 
intelligence service of the party seems usable to main¬ 
tain contact 

A few deys ago, for example, Mr. Bennett de¬ 
clared with keen alarm that the government’s increased 
duties oh frail and vegetables would cost the poor 
consumers of Toronto *2.000.000 e year—this de¬ 
spite the fact that Mr. Bennett has been demanding an 
increase in these duties ever since he assumed the 
letdership of his party. But no sooner had he re¬ 
vealed this distressing prospect ahead of the con¬ 
sumers of Toronto than Mr. Cahan, of Montreal, one 
of his chief associates in the opposition, announced 
that the vegetable producers of Canada, on the con¬ 
trary, would be rained because the new duties were 
not high enough on West Indian imports, which the 
government is encouraging in preference to United 
States produce, but not at the expense of Canadian 
produce. 

The wires became crosied again when Mr. Ben¬ 
nett attacked the government's increases in steel du¬ 
ties. This, said Mr. Bennett, was a bare-faced 
theft of the Conservative policy. Again the supporting 
troops not only failed to go to the aid of their leader, 
but retreated hurriedly in the opposite direction. Hon. 
J. D. Chaplin, one of Mr. Bennett’s most influential 
lieutenants in Ontario, 'declared that the new tariff, 
by placing many iron and steel products on the free 
list under the British Preference, would rain tho Can¬ 
adian iron and steel industry. And this, by the 
way. was the party which was saying at the same 
time that the increased British Preference was only 
an empty election gesture, and would not assist the 
sale of British goods in Canada to any worthwhile
